John Lea, of Cincinnati, attributes the mor 


tality of the emigrants on board of the ships 
which have reached New-York recently, to th 
change of diet. Few of those emigrants drinl 
water alone while at Liverpool, but are restrict 
ed to it after leaving port. The change provei 
fatal. The calcareo-magnesian properties of tin 
water unite with the miasm of cholera—a diar 
rhoea ensues, more water is taken, and dent! 
soon closes the scene. It appears that com 
paratively few cholera cases occur in ships com 
ing from Bremen. This will'be found to pro 
ceed from the purer quality of the water fur 
iiished at that port. 


If the passengers could be restricted to tea 


and coffee, they would escape cholera. I 
would'not be very expensive to supply them 
with table beer, iittle drink being required 01 
a winter passage,- and it would prove a certain 
prophylactioii.

as Charleston, or with soft, pure water, as Mo 
bile, or districts, as West Tennessee, snffen 
from epidemic cholera; and in the same cate 
gory may be ranked all the small islands of th 
West TiidieB, where no other than rain watei 
can be obtained.

of the world's history, HO record could be found 
of ii single instance of a child being born dumb, 
or blind, or imhecitc; nor of natural death in 
ehidhood, youth or manhood ; ui>r a ease of 
death from disease ; no record of an epidemic 
or endemic disease ; nor of Kiuknetw ; nor of a 
child dying before its fiither ; hut that it wan 
recorded that Adam was created in the i 
of his .Maker. 


lie then drew u thrilling, truthful picture of 


the present physical condition of our nice, and 


after running over some oftlio leading items in 
thu distressing catalogue of diseases, he assert- 
ed Hint, so frightful has their number'now be- 
come, that if you were to write down the Klm- 
ple names of the diseases upon the siuiillest bits 
of paper, in tho smallest legible hand, there 
would nut be room enough on tho hiunun body 
to paste on tho labels.
